Dixon police today offered 


a list of precautions vacation- 
ers may take to minimize the 
danger of having their houses 
broken into while they are 
away. Here are some of their 
tips: 


1. Notify your local police and 


tell them how long you will be 
away. The policeman 
in. your 


neighborhood 
will keep an eye 


open for any signs of strange ac- 
tivity at your home. 


2. Inform a trustworthy neigh- 


bor of your vacation address 
and phone number. Ask him 'to 
call police if he notices anything 
suspicious. 
3. Tell your postman about your 


temporary change in address. A 
collection of unopened milk bottles, 
a stuffed'mail box, or a pile of 
newspapers on your front porch 
is an open invitatio nto burglars 
is an open invitation to burglars 
for telltale signals. A good practice 
is to have a friend pick up mail 
and other articles left at your 
doors.

4. It is often good practice to 


hire a neighborhood boy to mow 
your—lawn whlMTyou are out-of- 
town. High grass is often a 'sign to 
burglars that the house has not 
been occupied for some time. 


5. Some people like the idea of 


installing a light which auto- 
matically goes on and off at a 
certain time each day in one of 
the rooms. According to police, 
the value of this ruse is over- 
emphasized.

method of "throwing off" poten- 
tial thieves is not too effective 
unless a light appears In a differ- 
ent room each night. If possible, 
Jt is best to arrange that some- 
one turn on a light in a different 
room each night.

6. Don't leave any cash, gems, 


or other valuables in the house un- 
less they are protected in an ap- 
proved "burglary-resistant" safe. 
The best precaution is to place 
your valuables in a safe deposit 
box at your local bank. 


7. When you are leaving, be 


certain to lock all windows and 
doois. If this sounds like rather 
fundamental advice, the police re- 
port that a small percentage' of 
vacationers each year forget to

The e l e c t i o n inspectors an- 


nounced that the 15-member slate 
of directors put up by the Young 
forces had won by a margin of 
1,067.188 over the central manage- 
ment's present board, headed by 
President William White. 


The Young group received a to- 


tal of 3,406,987 as against 2,339. 
799 for the management candi- 
dates. 


White, who presided at the re- 


convened session of the annual 
meeting of the stockholders, an- 
nounced that "I will not remain 
as president of New York Cen- 
tral. I will nevertheless cooperate 
with the new' group In effecting 
an orderly transition." 


Young already had said lha new 


slate of 14 men and one woman 
would meet In New York City late 


this afternoon and elect a new 
president. 


Young's choice is expected to 


be Alfred E. Perlman, executive 
vice presidenl of the Denver and 
Rio Grande Western Railroad. 


Young has said he will become 


chairman of the board at $1 a 
year. 


Pcrlman is credited with playing 


a large part in putting the Rio 
Grande on Us feel. When he joined, 
the road had a net deficit of four 
million dollars yearly. Last year 
it made $9,800,000. 


Young has promised his adminis-

Important, 
So Watch It

NEW YORK <.W— Anybody who 


. has ever invested in American en- 
terprise via the stock market prob- 
ably needs no prompting to make 
"bullish" or "bearish" predictions. 


But ask him about the bond 


market and his response is likely 
to be—"Huh?" 
' Most people would be amazed to 
learn how intimately their lives 
• are- tied to fluctuation in the bond 
market. Few guess that bond in- 
terest changes usually affect them 
far more than stock gyrations. 


Pass Cost Along 


A housewife who discovers that 


her gas, electric or telephone rates 
have just been increased seldom 
realizes that tjie utility company, 
which floated a new bond issue at 
high interest rates, is passing 
(hose increased borrowing costs on 
to her, the consumer. 
i 


The man refused a mortgage on 


his -home by his banker is una- 
ware that the bank's funds may 
already be heavily invested in 
high yielding bonds which are con- 
sidered more secure than his home 
mortgage might be. 
• Different from a stock, which 
represents ownership in a business. 
a bond is simply a loan, a promise 
to return the full amount of a 
borrowed sum plus interest in a 
fixed number of years. 


Only debt certificates which can 


legally change hands, hence use 
or fall in value, are legitimate seg- 
ments of the bond market. These 
include marketable government se- 
curities, corporate bonds, stale and 
municipal obligations and foreign 
dollar bonds. 


Called Barometers 


The fundamental barometers of 


inteiest rates throughout the coun- 
try arc marketable government 
bonds, issued by the Treasury. If 
a U. S. note sells at a discount, 
then a similar municipal obliga- 
tion must sell at a greater dis- 
count, a corporate bond as a still 
greater discount. 


The logic of the bond market 


results from the fact that the gov- 
ernment bond is a nation's most 
secure investment. If the govern- 
ment is forced to pay a relatively 
high borrowing cost, a corpora- 
tion's costs will be-still higher. 


Such a i situation occurred in 


May 1953, when the Treasury was 
forced to pay 3U per cent interest 
to float 30-year bonds at then cur- 
rent market conditions. 


Right now, interest rates are 


considerably lower. 


In last week's sale of 10 million 


dollars of Southwestern Gas & 
Electric Co. bonds, the utility was 
able to sell 30-year mortgages at 
a net interest cost of 3.195 per 
cent, less than the federal govern- 
ment had to pay a year ago.

Time Is Running Out in Indo; 


Hour of Decision .Nears 


* 
Apprehension i« growing in Washington and other 


•> Western capitals that only outright military intervention by 
•the United States, in company with Britain and perhaps 
others, can save Indo-China from communism. 


The alternative, if it can fairly, be called that, is a French 


truce with the Communist Viet Minn at Geneva which almost 
. certainly would be on terms leading ultimately to Red dorm- 


* 
If this is a true measure of the prospects, that means an 


Asiatic anti-Communist pact is no longer looked upon as a 
'way of stemming the tide in Indo-China itself. 


Such a pact may still be of vital importance in erecting 


a bulwark against further Communist encroachment soutn- 
"ward in Asia. « But it cannot serve as an emergency barn- 
cade at the present battle region. 
. 
According to veteran New York Times correspondent 


-James Reston the issue fit Indo-China is now posed as truce 
"or intervention, because French military fortunes in that 
country have recently slipped much faster than anyone ex- 
pected., 
Why has this happened ? 


Some factors are fairly clear. Even during the battle 


,.for fallen Dien Bien Phu, native Viet Namese troops were 
deserting to the Communist side, and these defections appear 
•to have increased since that defeat. 


Though Dien Bien Phu could properly be viewed as only 


an outpost in the French defenses, the fact of its fall had tre- 
"mendous effect not only on native troops but on the civilian 
population. The blow to French prestige was heavy 


Less clear, but seeming to take on alarming significance, 


is the new military posture of the Communist Viet Minn. 
The French invited combat at Dien Bien Phu because they 
' thought they could win a pitched battle. What they reckoned 
* without was the greatly increased material strength in the 


srinv 
Had Dien Bien Phu overextended the Reds they would 


have paused to lick their wounds, regroup and refit. That 
they have not done so. but have instead begun to hack away 
at the crucial Red River delta and the key city of Hanoi, is 
a striking sign that their stockpile of military hardware ha* 
• grown to menacing proportions. Naturally, Red China and 
: Russia are responsible for this augmented strength. 


So there no longer is the luxury of time to sit and dis- 


cuss. Time is running out in Indo-China. 


• 
If we decide not to intervene (and who could embrace 


that prospect with any but the heaviest heart?), then we 


• had better have no illusions about the position the free world 
• will be left in. Indo-China under a truce the Reds would ac- 
'cept might be likened to Czechoslovakia after the Munich 
pact with Hitler. 
When Hitler put the Czechs under heel and made the 


pact a scrap of paper, Europe at last bestirred itself and drew 
. the line at Poland. Where is the Asiatic Poland to be? How 
would we prepare to defend it? 


The free world once more is growing smaller. We can- 


not let the Red flood roll op and still count ourselves and our 
• liberties safe.

pointers: 


(1) Early detection and treat- 


The worm's 
appetite grows and a hungry band 
of army worms can destroy a 
crop almost overnight. 


(2) Danger areas: Heavy stands 


of grass or grain on low or very 
rich 
ground. 
Farmers 
in 
the

one-third of the state 


should watch all fields closely. 


t3) Treatment: If there arc six 


or more worms per square 
foot 


treatment is recommended. Dicld- 
riii, one-fourth pound per acre, or 
t^xaphene. two pounds per acre, 
should give excellent worm con- 
trol.

himself officially to admonish 400 member* of the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors in annual convention to spread the message of de- 
mocracy as a means of opposing the spread of Soviet Communism.

U. S. I. S. is a government bureau created to engage in political pro- 
paganda. It has no legitimate excuse for existence and it never would 
have come into being under a conventional administration obedeint to 
the Constitution of this republic. The form of government prescribed 
by that Constitution (is the republic and democracy 
was pointedly rejected after thorough consideration. 


There is no need to debate here again the dif-

A 
normally poised young fellow goes 
there fresh new and with an in- 
dependent opinion that the presi- 
dent is a just man. But let him" 
once tear a chicken leg with th« 
Great White Father, in a homely 
Sunday evening snack and the 
fellow loses his mind, his self- 
respect and his usefulness as a 
journalist. Let a president inquire 
how his little girl's broken arm is 
getting on and the assignment is 
ready for a replacement who prob- 
ably won't be sent, however, be- 
cause the odds are that he will 
prove to be equally najve.

WASHINGTON (J) — Nothing Ss 


more extraordinary, in the extra- 
ordinary hearings on the Army- 
McCarthy fight, than the sudden 
hood of silence pulled down over 
Pvt. G. David Schine. 


The Republicans won't call him 


to testify or be cross-examined. 
Yet, unless that happened, the pub- 
lic could not possibly learn the 
whole &tory of the fight. It can't be 
learned now, unless Schine formal- 
ly asks to testify or the Republi- 
cans on the hearing subcommittee 
change their minds. 


The Republicans on the subcom- 


mittee outnumber the Democrats 
4-3. They voted solidly, 4-3, to keep 
Schine off the witness stand. 


Their reason? They said they 


wanted to limit the number of wit- 
nesses in order to speed up the 
hearings and get them over, per- 
haps this week. The Democrats 
protested but were outnumbered. 


Schine, 27-year-old president of 


his father's hotel chain, was at' the 
very center of the cyclone which 
has twisted the Republicans in 
knots for months. 


Army officials charged that Sen. 


McCarthy and his aides sought to 
pressure the Army into giving 
special treatment to Schine befpre 
and after he was drafted last 
Nov. 3.

Schine as a hostage to blackmail 
S e n . 
McCarthy's

Called Specialist 


The McCarthy 
side has de- 


scribed Schine as a specialist on 
communism, with' such zeal in 
fighting it that he gave his serv- 
ices to the McCarthy staff without 
pay- 


Now the public will get no 


chance to find out through ques- 
tioning of Schine himself just how 
much he knows about communism 
or how he developed his interest 
and his desire to combat it. « 


He was brought into the sub- 


committee staff by his friend, Roy 
M. Cohn, chief counsel of the staff 
and one of the principals in this 
case. Last Spring Cohn and Schine 
visited Europe together to Inves- 
tigate the government's overseas 
information program. 


And it was Cohn who repeatedly 


asked for passes for Schine to 
help, he said, the McCarthy staff 
clean up some unfinished business 
on which, ScttM WM •JMCiaUjr in-( 


foimed. Both Cohn and McCarthy 
praised Schine. 


What are the facts about him? 
Neither the seven senators on 


the 
subcommittee which 
must 


judge this case nor the public 
watching it on television can form 
their own opinions—based on first- 
hand, detailed information brought 
out in direct questioning of Schine 
—on such obvious questions as 
these: 


What preparation did Schine 


have for this job with McCarthy's 
subcommittee which gave him the 
right to dig into lh« operations of 
the government and its employes? 
Were his knowledge and his ideas 
sound? Or was he just a sophomor 
ic busybody who thought he had 
some answers?

For Record High 
Prediction Reverses 
Earlier U. S. Forecast 


WASHINGTON W — A govern- 


ment report, based upon & new 
look at the thriving construction 
industry, 
predicted 
today 
that 


spending

new 
construction 


would set an all-time record of 
36 & billion dollars, the peak year 
so farv 


The new prediction, after 4ive 


months of record-setting construc- 
tion activity in this year, reversed 
the earlier forecast made by the 
Commerce and Labor departments. 


Last November the two govern- 


ment units estimated construction 
this year would fall about 2 per 
cent "under the 1953 record level. 
The dollar total predicted last No- 
vember'for 1954 was 34 billion 
dollars. 2 billiou under the new 
forecast. 


Home-Building Gains 


The more optimistic outlook, the 


report said, was based mainly on 
the high level of new home build- 
ing so far this year. However, most 
other major categories of constiuc- 
tion, with the exception of feder- 
ally financed building, also showed 
predicted gains over 1953. 


The construction forecast was 


particularly significant in that it 
pointed to no slackening of employ- 
ment in this major field of jobs 
dunng the balance of this year. 


Today's report included these 


details: 


1. Current indications are that 


1,080.000 new, private 
nonfarm 


dwelling units will be started this 
year. It was estimated that new, 
nonfarm residential building, along 
with spending for additions and 
alterations, would account this year 
for $12,125,000,000 or 2 per cent 
more than the record in 1953. 


Outlays High 


2. Outlays of new commercial 


construction of all types are ex- 
pected to exceed two billion dol- 
lars, for the first time. 


3. Religious building and private 


educational building' will also set 
new records at about 525 million 
dollars each. 


4. Spending for private industrial 


construction such as 
factories, 


which is on a long-term downtrend, 
"was expected to drop 13 per cent 
to $1.950,000,000 from the 1953 rate 
Of $2,229,000,000. 


5. Outlays for new public con- 


struction were expected to rise by 
4 per cent to a total of $11,850,- 
000,000 despite declines in publicly 
financed residential building and 
in military and naval conservation 
and development construction. Con- 
tinued expansion of new state and 
locally owned projects were ex 
peeled to offset reduced federal 
construction spending, with new re 
cords to be posted for school build- 


ing, highway construction, and sew- 
er and water facility work.

vision came home recently and

turn allow these allies to ship in- 
dustrial goods to the enemy . . . 


"In other words, they are going 


to take your dollars and ship the 
sinews of strength to the enemy, 
dollars that are directly fashioning 
bullets which may well cause death 
for some of the young men in this 
audience." 


Although he did not mention him 


by name, it was an obvious refer- 
ence to Harold E. Stassen. director 
of the Foreign Operations Admin- 
istration, the subject of other re- 
cent criticism by McCarthy.

up in times of crisis and acted in 
defense of freedom—the side of all 
the gallant great of the frail Amer- 
ica of yesterday who did not fear 
freedom as some seem to fear it 
in the mighty America of today."

Swiss antiaircraft ammunition be- 
ing shipped to Guatemala hai 
been held up in Hamburg:, the U. S. 
High Commission announced here 
today. 


The 20 millimeter antiaircraft 


shells were to have been sent to 
Guatemala in a German ship, but 
the West German government in- 
tervened at the request of tha 
U. S. High Commission and the 
shipment was detained in Ham- 
burg, an American official said. 


Regarded as Threat 


The U. S. government regards 


shipments of arms to leftist-lean- 
ing Guatemala as a threat to the 
security of the Panama Canal. 


U. S. authorities throughout the 


world have been ordered to pre- 
vent the flow of arms to the Cen- 
tral American country following 
the delivery recently of a 10 mil- 
lion dollar shipment to Guatemala 
from Poland aboard a Swedish 
ship. 


The U. S. official here said the 


ammunition reached the fiec port 
of Hamburg' in transit for Guate- 
mala on May 20. 


"The German authorities were 


most cooperative and the trans- 
port ministry contacted the Ger- 
man 
Hamburg-Amenka 
line, in 


whose ship, the Cobuiff, the con- 
signment was to be shipped," the 
official added.

The ship sailed on May 26 with- 


out the ammunition. 


"We are confident that the am- 


munition will not be carried ir, 
any other German flag ship." the 
official went on, adding it was not 
known to whom the ammunition 
was consigned in Guatemala as 
it was addressed merely to a for- 
warding- agent. 


The official said their was noth- 


ing candlestine about the ship- 
ment. It was documented for trans- 
it through the free poit in the 
normal way. 


He disclosed that a consignment 


of pistols from Prague to Guate- 
mala got through unhindered in 
March before U. S. authorities had 
been alerted to prevent such ship- 
ments. 


The official said a watch for 


further shipments of munitions 
from Hamburg was being kept, but 
he surmised that the stoppage of 
the antiaircraft shells would make 
the shipper switch to another port, 
if possible.
